The Inventor begs to call special attention to the fact that in executing 
ordinary plumber work there is always a certain degree of danger attending 
the same, so far as fire is concerned, and also a great deal of time 
unavoidably lost besides. 

For Example :—When bending large lead pipes the practice is to use 
burning shavings or molten lead, in order to raise the required heat on the 
part to be bent: it is of course obvious that the application of shavings 
for such purposes is a very dangerous proceeding, however careful a man 
may be, while the loss of time is entailed by the searching for and 
lighting each small “ ball,” to be dropped periodically into the bend. If, 
on the other hand, shavings are not used, a fire must be had to melt the 
lead : the time lost in getting, or making one, being at least equal to that of 
preparing the metal for soldering any kind of a joint. 

By using this apparatus, both the danger from fire and the loss of time are 
prevented, because, when the cylinder is charged with the required quantity 
of “benzoline,” it is at once ready with a supply of gas (assisted by com¬ 
pressed air), sufficient to produce such a fierce flame as to enable any person 
to melt, in a few seconds, a bar of solder or lead, while it is so much under 
the control of the operator that it may be extinguished instantly, and at the 
same time is ready for use the next moment, or a month after. 

It is so clean and complete in itself that it could be used with perfect 
safety in a carpeted room, providing it were necessary to do so. 

This apparatus may be used for lead burning, as also for burning 
off paint. The cost of charging is so trifling that 200 plumbers’ joints have 
been made for a less sum than one shilling.
